Chicago Walks. 


Chicago, July 29 —The worst traffic 


conditions that Chicago has faced in 
many years prevailed in the down-town 
or "loop" district today. No traffic po- 
licemen were on duty, most of them be- 
ing detailed to riot squads in the black 
belt, and trucks, motorcycle, bicycles, 
one-horse express wagons, taxi cabs and 
touring cars of various types jammed 
the crossings. 


Every vehicle was loaded to extreme 


capacity by persons seeking to reach 
places of employment and the side- 
walks were crowded with pedestrians 
who chose walking as the best ipeans 
of overcoming the stoppage of surface 
and elevated railway service. 
Despite the peril to passengers and 


pedestrians, drivers almost without 
ception forced their vehicles through 
the 
crossing 
tangles 
with reckless 


abandon. Raucous automobile horns. 
tooting truck whistles and 
yells of 


teamsters voiced warnings to each oth- 
er, but bore no message for the man or 
woman afoot. 
The steam railroads put extra trains 


on their suburban routes andthousands 
of extra passengers were carried. These 
people reached the outskirts of the loop 
in comfort although their numbers dis- 
commoded the morning riders of the 
regular commuters. 


CLAIMED TREATY BINDS U.S. 


TO HELP FRANCE IMMEDIATELY 


Senate Refers It To Foreign 


Relations 
Committee 


Without Discussion. 


Chicago, Julj 29.— Fifteen thousand 
street railway employes went on strike 
for higher wages at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing, completely tying up the surface 
and elevated systems of the city. 
The companies made no attempt to 
run cars and workers 
depended on 
steam railways, automobiles and other 
vehicles to reach their places of busi- 
ness. 
Early last night heads of the 


unions and officials of the street rail- 
way companies reached an agreement 
to fix the wages of the men at approx- 
imately 6.'» cents an hour, and grant an 
eight hour da\ with time and a half for 
overtime. It was thought this action 
would avert a walkout, but at a mass 
meeting shortly before midnight the 
men repudiated an agreement and em- 
ployes voted to strike at 4 a.m. today. 
The employes demanded 85 cents an 
hour, an increase of 77 per cent over 
present wages, an eight hour day and 
time and a half for overtime.

AVabhington, July 29.—President Wil- 


son today transmitted to the senate 
the special treaty with France by which 
the United States pledges itself to come 
immediately to the aid of that repub- 
lic in the event of an unprovoked at- 
tack by Germany and 
asked for its 


early ratification "along with the trea- 
ty with Germany." 
Submission of the treaty came after 
a sharp criticism by senate. Republi- 
cans who for several days had openjy 
charged on the senate 
floor that in 


failing to present the draft of the pact 
along with the treaty of Versailles, the 
President had violated one of the ar- 
ticles of the document. 
The President 


did not follow his usual custom of pre 
senting the treaty in person. He sent 
it to the capital by special messenger 
along with a message 
explaining its 


object. 
The Franco-American 
treaty is al- 
most identical with one signed by Great 
Britain and France. One difference be- 
tween the texts as made public by the 
French foreign office to which atten- 
tion has been called is that the United 
States pledges itself to go "immediate- 
ly" to the assistance of France white 
Great Britain "consents" to assist that 
country. 
The President told the senate the pur- 


pose of the treaty was to provide as- 
sistance for France in case of unpro- 
voked aggression by Germany without 
waiting for the advice of the council of 
the League of Nations that such action 
should be taken and explained that it 
was to be an arrangement, "not inde- 
pendent of the League of Nations, but 
under it." 
"The covenant of the League of Na- 
tions," the preacher said, "provides for 
military action for the protection of its 
members only u]>on the advice of the 
council of the league—advice given, it 
is to be presumed, only upon delibera- 
tion and acted upon by each of the 
governments of the member states only 
if its o\vn judgment justifies such ac- 
tion." 
Pointing out that the treaty "shall re- 


ceive the approval of the council of the 
league," the President said it would re 
main in force, "only until, upon the ap- 
plication of one of the parties to it. the 
council of the league,'acting, if neces- 
sary, by a majority vote, shall agree 
that the provisions of the covenant of 
the league afford her (France) sufficient 
protection." 


Mr. Wilson said he was moved to sign 


the treaty by the ties of friendship 
binding the two countries and the as- 
sistance France gave America in its 
struggle for independence. Without this 
assistance, the president said, it was

during Sunday night's melee, deliberate- 
ly armed themselves last night and 
went out to stake their prey. 
In some cases, negroes in automobiles 
dashed through the streets firing at 
any 
whites 
encountered. 
In 
other 
cases whites attacked the buildings oc- 
cupied by negroes, shooting through 
windows and doors, while the inmates 
fired back from barricades. 
Bands of 
both races marched through the streets 
and meeting, fought battle that ceased 
only when the pavement was covered 
with dead and wounded, or the mounted 
police had spurred their horses through 
the mass. 


Many individual fights, hand to hand 
struggles with knives and razors added 
to the casualties. Men and women were 
dragged from street cars until the com- 
pany stopped running them through the 
affected area. 
In one instance a band of whites 
passing a mansion on Grand Boulevard 
and resenting the occupancy of the 
place by negroes was fired on from the 
bouse. 
As the night wore on and the band* 


of terrorists were broken up by the 
policemen, looters and incendiaries ap- 
peared. Several houses were fired, and 
one was burned. 
A number of stores 


were broken open and sacked. 


Toward daj light the less aggressive, 


having been driven to cover, worn out 
with fighting or jailed, a number of 
white rioters invaded the downtown 
quarter, 
beat negroes found on the 
street and dragged cowering porters 
from all night restaurants and hotels 
to the streets, flogging them unmerci- 
fully. 


Among those injured during the night 


were three members of the seventh 
regiment who were beset by negroes 
while on the way to the armory. Cor- 
poral W. T. Riggs was shot in the back; 
Charles T. Williams was shot in the 
side and J. X. Rinkus was slashed with 
a razor. 


Racial disorders spread to the north 
side of the city today where a number 
of negroes were chased and threatened. 
Very few negroes live in that section 
of the city. 


Mannfred Haynes was found prob- 


ably fatally beaten, presumably by ne- 
groes. 
An automobile containing Ad- 
jutant General Dickson was attacked, 
but without damage to the occupants. 


An exodus of negroes to the north 


and west sides began as the fighting 
was at its height. 
Some 50,000 more 


ntegroes already live in those parts of 
the city and the police took precautions 
to stop any resentment shown by whiten 
at the edded population Of Africans. 
This hegira was stopped at daybreak 
by the street car strike.

seriously to be doubted whether Amer- 
ica could have won its independence, 
and added: 


"Nothing can pay such a debt." 
By unanimous consent the Kre.nch 


treaty was laid before the senate in 
open session at the request of Chair- 
man Lodge, of the foreign relations 
committee. 


At the suggestion of Chairman Lodge 


the treaty was referred to the foreign 
ehuions committee, without objection 
or discussion. 


President Wilson's message to the sen- 


ite today accompaying the Franco- 
American treaty follows: 


Gentlemen of the Senate—I take pleas- 


.ire in laying before you a treaty with 
he republic of France, the object of 
vhich is to insure that republic of the 
mmediate aid of the United States of 
A.merica in case of any unprovoked 
movement of aggression against her on 
he part of Germany. I earnestly hope 
that the treaty will meet with your cor- 
lial approval and will receive an early 
•atification at your hands along with 
the treaty of peace with Germany. Now 
that you ha\ e had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the great document I presented 
to you two weeks ago, it seems oppor- 
tune to lay before you this treaty which 
s meant to be in effect a part of it. 


It was signed on the same day with 


the treaty of peace and is intended as 


temporary supplement to it. 
It is 


believed that the treaty of peace with 
Germany itself provides adequate pro- 
tection to France against 
aggression 


from her recent enemy on the east; but 
the years immediately ahead of us con- 
tain many incalculable possibilities. The 
covenant of the League of Xations pro- 
vides for military action for the protec 
tion of its members only upon advice of 
the council of the league—advice given, 
it is to be presumed, only upon deliber 
ation and acted upon by each of the gov- 
ernments of the member states only if 
its judgment justifies such action. The 
object of the special treaty with France 
which I now submit to you, is to pro 
vide for immediate military assistance 
to France by the United Slates in case 
of an unprovoked movement of aggres- 
sion against her by Germany without 
waiting for the advice of the council 
of the League of Nations that such 
action will be taken. It is to be an ar 
rangement, 
not 
independent of 
the 


League of Nations, but under it. 


It is. therefore, expressily provided 


that this treaty shall be made the sub 
ject of consideration at the same time 
with the treaty of peace with Germany 
that this special arrangement shall re 
ceive the approval of the council of the 
league: and that this special provision 
for the safety of France shall remain 
in force only until, upon the application 
of one of the parties to it, the counci 
of the league, acting, if necessary by u 
majority vote shall agree that the pro 
visions of the covenant of the league af 
ford her sufficient protection. 


I was moved to sign this treaty bj 


considerations which will. I hope seem 
a> persuasive and as irresistible to you 
as they seem to me. We are bound to 
France by ties of friendship which we 
have always regarded, and shall always 
rt-eard. as peculiarly sacred. She assist 
ed us to win our freedom as a nation

Increased pay for everybody in the 


government gel vice, which has already 
been granted to the navy and army, 
with fgitlier increases for po.stal and 
telegraph 
workers and the 
police. 


School te.'ichfi'.s and other classes' of 
public servants also are demanding in- 
creases. 


The unofficial reconstruction calls for 


higher wages and shorter 
working 


hours for all in the organized 
indus- 


tries. These are being obtained partly 
b> amicable negotiations between em- 
ployers and workmen, but also largely 
tlnough Mti ike-, and threats of strikes, 
of which the idleness of half a million 
fiom the cotton mills is an instance. 


froieeding simultaneously with these 


movements and sometimes complicated 
with them are politic.il agitations which 
no»v and then reach the point of crises. 
The prin< ipal political issues are: Na- 
tionalization of mines, 
railways 
and 


other essential industries; abandonment 
of the old British free trade system tor 
protection, (involving the question open 
to endless discussion whether British 
commercial prosperity has been because 
of free trade or handicapped by it), the 
position of Ireland, whose present con 
dition has come to be recognized as a 
millstone on the neck of the empire; and 
the proposal to clear off the war debt 
by a le\ y on capital. 


Also there is a campaign of organized 


labor, backed by talk of a genera 
strike, for the immediate abolition of 
conscription; withdrawal from all In 
terference in Russian affairs, and bring 
ing home the soldiers from Russia, In 
di.i and Egynt. 
Anti-imerialism, the 


democrats call this propaganda.

of this aromatic berry as a. flavoi. Our 
French neighbors UCTOSH the se.i con- 
sider coffeee a» a flavor par excellence, 
for desserts and confections. 
To pro- 


duce a superior coffee flavor In these 
articles of diet, a study should be made 
ol the beet method of extracting the 
desirable qualities from the bean, for 
the predominating flavor obtained in 
the finished product will depend upon 
the method employed in the decoction. 


There is an erroneous notion that 


the long boiling of coffee extracts more 
ol the strength and color, and is there- 
fore more econoit|ical; but strength and 
color thus gained ate obtained at the 
expense of tlavor and wholeuomeness. 


As one 
authority puts it: "'The 


strength and flavor of roasted coffee 
is ground out, not boiled out." 
Coffee 
does not reach the consumer in the raw 
btate but "cooked." It has been roasted 


least 20 minutes. 
The 
proportion 
of coffee 
to 
the 


amount of water used will, of course, 
determine the strength of the decoc- 
tion. As tastes differ greatly, no rules 
of measurement can be given. 
The 


briefest contact of the coffee and boil- 
ing water is enough. Continued "stew- 
ing" brings out undesirable flavors. 


The recipes given below have been 


thoroughly tested: 


Coffee Caramel Parfatt 


1 cup milk 
3 tablespoons ground coffee 
1 cup sugar 
Yolks 3 eggs 
1-8 teaspoon s>alt 
3 cups cream 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Scald milk with coffee in a double 


boiler and add one-half the sugar that 
has been caramelized; then add yolks 
of eggs mixed with remaining sugar 
and salt. Cook until mixture thickens, 
stirring constantly, and add one cup 
thin cream, and vanilla. Pack in one- 
half pound baking powder boxes, fill- 
ing boxes to overflowing. Adjust cov- 
ers, pack in salt and ice, using equal 
parts, and let stand two hours. Freeze, 
using three parts finely crushed ice to 
one part rock salt. Remove from molds 
to cold platter and roll in blanched 
almonds cut in this slices, and delicate- 
ly browned in moderate oven.

GERMAN BOOK ON 
ARMENIAN MASSACRE 


Berlin, July 29 —What is described as 


the "truth about the Armenian massa- 
cre," is revealed to the German public 
by the Tageblatt which prints extracts 
from a book bat,ed upon diplomatic doc- 
uments which the foreign ministry com- 
missioned Johann Lepsius to write. 
The writer shows that the Turkisll 


committee of union and progress delib- 
erately 4ecided to realize national ideas 
by assimilating or destroying the Ar- 
menians who in Turkey number about 
1.850,000. He describes the arrest and 
massacre of BOO Aretnnian leaders 'n 
April, 1915, and how th,e previous so 
called Armenian uprising was provoked 
as a pretext for young Turk schemfs. 
Lcpsius repudiates the charge that Ger- 
many favored the crimes or that Ger- 
man officials incited the Turks to com- 
mit them, saqing the German embassy 
was impotet, 
Thcodor Wolff, editor-in-chief of the 


Tageblatt. in connection with the book, 
refers to the de|wrtation of Belgian un- 
employed 
saying that of 55.000 who 


were deported and Heated as slaves, 
1500 
perished in two months.

A splendid knee exercise consists of 
the following. 
Stand with your hands 


on your hips and place the left foot 
eighteen 
inches 
ahead of the .right 
knee. Rise to the original position and 
bring the right foot ahead and bend 
with the left knee. Repeat fifteen or 
more times. 
If your ankles are a bit stiff, try 
exercising them in this manner. Stand 
with the heels close together, the toes 
pointed out at an angle of forty five 
degrees. 
Place your hands on your 


hips, and raising the, toe of the right 
foot and the heel as a pivot, swing the 
foot from side to side. Repeat with the 
other foot. 


One of the unfailing signs of advanc- 
ing age is accumulation of flesh about 
the abdomen. To remove this lie on 
the floor on the right side, with the left 
hand on the left hip. Raise the body 
gradually from the floor by supporting 
the weight on the right hand. Con- 
tinue to raise the body until the whole 
length is free from the floor, supported 
only by the feet and the arm. 
Change 
to the other side and repeat this exer- 
cise until you are tired. 
In many instances large hips are due 
to the fact that we prefer sitting in a 
comfortable chair to giving the body 
the exercise necessary to keep it in a 
lithe, symetrical condition. After a few 
weeks of exercise and care of the skin, 
you will notice that your body has lost 
its heaviness of motion and that your 
skin is beginning to glow with health 
and color.
